EDITORIAL 


It would be entirely appropriate this week to 
dwell on the coming football feast in Sydney, 
Brisbane and Melbourne when the Australian 
Socceroos turn out peairet what should be a 
stunningly powerful England team. 

Maybe we could reflect on the magnifi- 
cence of Juventus, the ability of Hamburg or 
the sheer guts of the boys from Aberdeen. 

But such is the nature of Soccer's fight for 
glory that it is opportune instead to examine 
some of the issues in top Australian club 
Soccer which will shape much of the future of 
the code. 

Over-riding everything else in the current 
bid to expand — or contain, depending upon 
your outlook — is the point that the clubs 
should run their own affairs. 

This applies to the English Football League, 
in Italian and German football and almost 
wherever you go. The League succeeds, or at 
least it can make ‘its own mistakes and try to 
learn by them. 

Go to the superbly successful baseball, 
American football, basketball and ice hockey 
leagues of the world and the story is the same. 

In Australia we are yet to see if more 
regionalisation in Soccer will win out. Mean- 
while there are all the signs that the next 
bracket of clubs behind the National League 
clubs are aware of where their future lies. 

The old days when people sometimes said 
“there are two first grade football competi- 
tions” have departed. 

But for all that the NSL has so often failed to 
build their crowds, and too many clubs have 
omitted to look for su| the 
confines of their own national groups. 

Often customers are at their doorsteps and 
they are not encouraged to come in. 

were not contained and was 
wasted in the early days of the Apa has 
taken the clubs a succession of blunders to 
acquaint them with the essential facts of 
economic life. 

In NSW the Federation executive has found 
an increasingly mature and enquiring attitude 
from their State League First Division clubs, 
who have insisted upon supplying their own 
chairman for their own sub-committee from 
their own.ranks. 

Over-riding attention has been given to the 
Parklea development, which has sopped up 
so much. of the scarce resources available to 
State League clubs at the expense of football. 

There is little publicity for State League 
activities and no sponsorship of the State 
League competition. 

Amongst the benefits that a State competi- 
tion could give however is encouragement of 
more Australian-born players in the districts, 
ability to keep players fresh for weekend 
games by staging Wednesday night replayed 
Matches when required, and the playing of 
grand finals when the interest is fever hot. 

This however would be at the expense of 
our hard won improvements to the general 
standard of play. 

In Victoria it seems that the clubs are 
asserting themselves and it will be interesting 
indeed to follow the trend of events. 

Other places are rekindling their National 
League interest. 

Perth is believed to have Western Austra- 
lian Government support for a transport 
subsidy to allow it to go national and Hobart 
has revived its case as well. 

Historically three big movements have ta- 
ken place in the development of club football 
in NSW, which has been the leading State 
throughout the years. 

Back in 1928 a State League was started. In 
bi big upset led to a new organisa- 


ion. 

This stagnated and the forces of migration 
and reform won out from 1957 when the 
Federation era came into being. 

Somehow the crisis is with us again. It will
